the von BONIN affair. CIAUSEN passed also his blue cover neno dated 12 
January 1966, forwarding OATHS trace results on WUBSXSKFBLD, RBCHENBERG 
and CHRISTHANN. In passing this material, CLAU3KN apologized for the time 
It had taken for CATIDB to come through with trace results on CHRISTHANN — 
particularly traces with any degree of completeness. CLAUSEN is a very 
proper and most circumspect young man who in my opinion would normally be 
oae of the last to speak unfavorably about a CATIDB oolleague (much less a 
senior one).
